Do  not  neglect  to  anticipate  your  future  needs 
because  of  present  hardships  for  only  far  sighted  people  who 
have  faith  in  this  business  and  in  this  country  can  achieve 
real  success. 

Let  us  forget  petty  competitions  and  cut-throat  prices 
which  will  lead  us  to  nothing  but  ruination.  Let  us  exer¬ 
cise  more  care  in  selection  of  better  varieties  in  proper  as¬ 
sortment  to  fit  our  particular  needs,  to  which  end  I  will 
be  pleased  to  render  my  very  best  service,  and  broaden  the 
use  of  nursery  stock  by  constructive  advertisements  and  real 
service  to  the  public  so  that  every  one  of  us  will  share  the 
full  benefit  thereby.

merely  to  call  them  as  once  transplanted  or  potted,  or  those 
plants  grown  in  crowded  flats  to  let  them  get  height  but 
slender  and  “leggy”.  We  give  20  square  inches  (about  4% 
inch  square)  for  each  bedded  plant,  while  most  other  nur¬ 
series  allow  them  only  3  to  5  square  inches. 

Items  marked  with  *  and  bold  type  letters  are  what  we 
called  “Junior  Specimen  Size”  which  can  be  shipped  safely 
with  puddled  roots,  yet  large  enough  for  lanscape  works 
or  general  retail  business  because  they  are  sturdy  field 
grown,  twice  or  more  times  transplanted  stock.
